Etery well-to-do farmer, every 
owner of a cozy village home, every 
member of a city stay-at-home club who 
commands a spo* b"8 «>ou8n lo swing 
one, should have » hammock. A very 
rood one may be bought for $1 to $4, or. 
as much higher at yon choose to go. U 
should be hung where there is a good 
afternoon shadf , and, if intended in part 
for children's use, so low that small chil- 
dren can get into it by the aid of a box 
or low Btool, and over soft ground, so 
that the numeious tumbles that are 
probable will be harmless. If no other 
place isfound.it may be hnng between 
the pillars of a shady verandah, a place 
well enough for the old people who use 
it, but undesirable for children, on ac- 
count of the lack of a soft turf, as well 
as for the noise which accompanies its 
use by the youngsters. 
When children only are to use the 


hammock, the manner of hanging rt is 
not important, but if provided for the 
use of grown persons, it ahonld then, as 
an illustrated article in "The Agri- 
culturist" same time tfnce showed, sus- 
pended that the head will always be con- 
siderably higher than the feet, and much 
of the cttmlort of one who uses it de- 
pends upon a 'proper observance of thia 
fact. If you have no more suitable 
place, suspend it from the columns of 
a verandah. The hook which supports 
the head {end should be six and one- 
fourth fret trom the floor, ami that lor 
the foot eud three andlthret fourths feet, 
and these proportions should be observed 
wherever it may bfc hung, to secure the 
mnst desirable curve fortheeasaof the 
occuptnt

head end should be fastened to ilic hook 
by a rope less than a foot loup just 
enough to pr-.perly attach it, whl e at 
the foot is a rope four and one hall f«et

This gives the greatest freedom 


for ringing the lower partot the bodv, 
while the head moves but little. Ihis Is 
a point which can not be observed in a 
hammock for children, who tiuok more 
of it an a swing than a place of comlort- 
able repose. When trees serve for sup- 
porters, ample proviaion should be made 
to prevent injury to the bark, by means 
of stout canvas or heavy baggiug be 
tween the ropes to which it a suspended 
and the bark 
If the hanging be so ar- 


ranged that the hammock can be taken 
in during l^ug stmins, it will last much 
longer.

Those who remember it will not 
fail to recollect the indignation which 
it aroused among the people whose 
whole hearts wsre devoted to the sup- 
port of the government.

MILWAUKEE, July 29.—The details 


of the terrible hail storm of Monday 
last at Stevens Point and vicinity, in 
this State, are just beginning to come 
in. A Stevens Point dispatch to the 
Evening Wisconsin gives the following 
account of the disaster : 


Hail from 6 to 10£ inches in circum- 


ference, and from 4 to 8 inches deep 
on the ground fell, killing turkeys, 
geese and thousands of prairie chick- 
ens, lambs, sheep, etc., cleaning the 
shingles entirely off the roofs of sev- 
eral buildings, and pelting through the 
boards on the roof. Over 100 (arms 
were cleaned entirely of all grain, oorn, 
hay, etc., and all the leaves from the 
forest trees were cut off, leaving them 
as bare as they are in Winter. 
Whole 


hop yards were entirely stripped, leav- 
ing the bare polea. Henry Cate, of 
Stockton, states that it knocked the 
boards off from a new fence that he 
had built, and splintered large pieces 
from tbe bottom of many of the boards. 
Mr. Leary went out in the field when 
the hail commenced falling, and he 
started his team for the barn. The 
horses became unmanageable and ran 
away, and in passing through a fence 
one of them struck a rail which passed 
entirely through his body, killing him 
instantly, while Leary barely escaped 
with his life into the barn. On many 
new roofs, where they projected over, 
the boards were broken off as squarely 
as it could have been done with an ax. 


Mr. Cate had the curiosity to weigh 


three of the hail-stones and found they 
weighed just one pound.

wide and eight to ten long, sweeping 
every green thing before it.

was mashed into the ground, and not a 
bushel can be saved where the storm 
passed over.

In 1877 about 57,000,000 bushels were 
exported, and of this but 17,000,000 
bushels were ground.

prefer our unground wheat ? Is it not 
as easy to ship flour as wheat ? This 
last question can be answered in '.he 
affirmative, and the answer to the for- 
mer question is that European millers 
can and do grind the wheat better than 
it is {ground here. To be sure there 
are a few mills whose reputation is 
very high and where flour of the best 
grades ia manufactured, ,but, generally 
speaking, the millers of Europe within 
a decade and a half have made very

The meeting opened with singipg, and 


prayer by the apftrnker. 


"Pap" Singleton began his adres* by 


stating that for the past }3 years he had 
been talking to his colored brethi*)n at 
their homes in the southern states about 
finding homes in the northern states, and 
stated that a large number of these poor 
people had found their way north, and 
many of them are now enjoying (he com- 
forts of life in Kansas, where the speaker 
had established t"fo colonies of his race. 
Instead of being murdered, lacerated and 
whipped unmercifully by the inhuman 
wretches of the south, his people were 
now living in peace aud contentment, 
happy in their new homes and surround- 
ings, where honest toil receives its just 
reward, and where the colored man is in 
the full possession of his freedom. He 
stated that the condition of things among 
the colored people of the South to-day, 
he could testify from his own personal 
knowledge, is even worse than it, was be- 
fore the late war, which culminated in 
breaking the bond* of damnable slavery. 
To-day the planters and capitalists of the 
South won't pay the colored laborers just 
compensation for their services, and very 
frequently pay nothing at all, resorting 
to all manner of devilish means to rob 
them of the fruit of their toil. 
The 


Southerners are exceedingly anxious to 
have the negroes remain among them 
and raise rice, cotton, and be "hewers of 
wood and haulers of water," but they 
refuse proper pay and their constitutional 
privileges as freedmen. In times of elec- 
tion the more ignorant classes of negroes 
were ^regularly bull-dozed into voting as 
the brigadiers dictated, which fact has 
been fully set forth by the Northern press 
Naturally the Southern climate and the 
old plantations are congenial lo the color- 
ed people, but if they remain there while 
the whipped but not subjected Confeder- 
ates sie in the malority, they will be noth- 
ing but slaves, and will be-denied all the 
rights of ft freed people. The Southerners 
won't sell land to the negroes at anything 
like reasonable prices. The speaker had 
priced land in Mississippi, with a view of 
buying, but the swearing, domineering 
white owners persisted in demanding $001 
per acre for land that wasn't worth more? 
than $1.25, and he, nor no other man, | 
white or black, would pay that exorbi- 
tant price.. Referring briefly to the outra- 
ges 
committed by the Ku-Klux, the 


speaker said that often the black man 
would be awakened from his slumbers at 
the dead of night by a rap, and when he 
arose to learn the cause, he would be 
taken and hang up to a convenient tree 
by a white mob for some fancied wrong 
on account of some Republican sentiment 
expressed. He would swing there in the 
night air until morning, when the wife 01 
colored friends would cut down the mur- 
dered man and give Lira a decent burial; 
but as the identity of the murderers Is 
usually wrapped in mystery, no arres's 
could be effected, and it was worth a 
black man's life to make even a complaint 
against such outrages. Unless there is a 
marked change in the condition of things 
in the Soulb, Mr. Singleton prophesized 
that not less than 2011,000 blacks would 
leave that part of Ihe country and come 
North during April, 1881. The speaker 
stated a well-known fact, that during 
the spring of 1879 he among a number 
of other colored people had been sum 
moned to testify before Senator Daniel 
Vorhees1 exodus committee, at Washing- 
ton, D. C., and while there he freely gave 
public expression to the facts in his pos- 
session, and also his views on the subject. 
In consequence of tbis be was the last 
man brought before the committee, when 
he told all he knew. The members of 
that committee had conceived the idea 
that the exodus business was the result of 
scheming railroad managers and politi- 
cians, but the investigation, as is well 
known, proved a contrary stale of things, 
•bowing conclusively that the emigration 
was wholly voluntary with the blacks. In 
closing his remarks, Mr. Singleton stated 
that he had homes in Indiana for 30,000 
negro families, homes near Pontlac in this 
state for 500 families, and homes near 
Springfield, III., for over 100 families; 
and the principal object of his visit to 
Oecatur was to awaken an interest in the 
work that will aid in navta* 400,000 bush- 
els of grain in readiness for tie refugees 
when they arrive in the northern states. 
Many of them would b* in destitute ,cir- 
cQBtstancei, and he knew from the expe- 
rience of the past that when the time 
came, the good people of Illinois and 
other northern states would promptly 
come to their relief with liberal donations 
of food and clothing. Tbe negroes in 
Kansas are industrious and contented, 
and many of them hsve comfortable 
homes of their own. Tbe north is a.par- 
adise to the south of u» d*y, for the black 
man. 
"Pap" Singleton's present home it at 


Topeka, Kansas. He has consecrated »il 
his energies to this chosen wore, and 
will leave for Indiana in a day or two in 
the inUreat of his unfortunately situated 
southern brethren.
